'|State Hospitals and State 
Control Over Health Urged by 


Dr. Stanley in Legislature 
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The government benches had a 


quiet afternoon in the closing session | 


of the legislative week Friday, the 
debate being continued by Alex Ross, 
labor member for Centre Calgary, and 
by Dr, Stanley, member for High 
River. Mr. Ross was not in accord 
with 
of labor legislation but his criticism 
was devoid of all bitterness and his 
main objections to existng conditions 
were directed against the federal gov- 
ernment, 

Dr, Stanley, in is able address, 
urged the establishment of state hos- 
pitals with a complete state control 
of the entire health matters of the 
province, 
and administration, and the work of 
medical men and nurses. 


The adjournment of the debate was 


made by Mrs. McKinney, member for 
Claresholm, who will speak at the 
re-opening of the house Monday after- 
noon, The premier announced that 
hereafter the house would be asked 
to sit at least three hours each day. 


A number of private bills were in-| 


troduced and the opposition gave 
notice of a number of questions which 
will be asked the government next 
week. 

Mr. Ross complained that the 
speech from the throne and the sub- 
sequent statements of the premier did 
not lead to the conclusion that suf- 
ficent legislation was proposed to deal 
adequately with the matter of un- 
employment in the province, Even 
the Liberal convention in Calgary was 


indefinite in resolutions dealing with| 


the problems of reconstruction, 

He considered that the proposed 
land settlement scheme of the federal 
government would enable the land 
speculators to boost prices until the 
returned soldiers would be slaves to 
an monopolists for the rest of their 
ives. 

Dr, Stanley's Speech 

Dr. Stanley confined himself en- 
tirely to the subject of public health 
and gave in detail his views of what 
an adequately organized and capably 
administered department of health 
should be, He 
in 
the premier to the effect that criticism 
of the government should be as help- 
ful as possible. 

He charged that the government 
was spending far too little im public 
health work. The matter of health 
was a public utility and under the ex- 
isting scheme of local contro! throngh 
municipal organizations the public 
health was being endangered and 
largely disregarded, Under the pres- 


ent scheme preventative measures 
were impossible, 
The epidemic of iInfluena@ has 


shown ‘that, outside of the cities, the 
province had madé hé pi tlon for 
combatting the disease, pert muni- 
cipal councils had taken no steps in 
many cases to meet an outbreak, and 
not infrequently even after the epl- 
demic had gained a foothold there 
was no local action and the minister 
ot health had been obliged to order 
attention from the councils, The facts 
showed great portions of Alberta to 
have been altogether without provis- 
ione for coping with epidemics. More- 
over, co-operation was oftentimes en- 
tirely lacking _owing to the municipal 
system of mafagement. . 

In the south country it was found 
that the cities and larger centres 
monopolized the trained nurses. For 
some reason many councils made no 
provision for financing. In many in- 
stances also members of boards of 
health were not even aware that they 
were members. Provisions of from 
$25 to $150 had been made for medi- 
cal health officers’ fees. and in all 
fairness {t must be assumed that this 
is the amount of service the munici- 
pality ordinarily received, 

State Hospitals 

Hospitals should be provided by the 
state, declared Dr. Stanley. The epi- 
demic caused emergency hospitals to 
be established all over the province 
and naturally the service desired was 
not obtainable under the circum- 
stances, The service, however, had 
shown the great need and value of 
co-operation, Prevention of ill health 
could not be brought about where no 
provision is made for medical and 
hospital centres. Under existing legis- 
lation hospitals were only for the cure 
of disease and not for the greater and 
broader work of prevention. 

Dr, Stanley, while admitting that 
considerable criticism could justly be 
directed at certain medical men and 
some nurses, paid a deep tribute to 
the general self-sacrifice and untiring 
work of doctors and nurses during the 
\flu epidemic. The work of the nurses 
jhe praised as unusually courageous 
jand noble, Many gave their lHves in 
the work and nearly all realized that 
they were sure to become victims of 
the disease when they went out to 
combat it. He felt eure that the 
thought of remuneration was secon- 
dary through the nursing and medical 
pranks. 

Under existing conditions doctors 
‘and nurses were forced to place their 
|services on a commercial basis. Un- 
fortunately he knew this led to resulte 
not altogether desirable. This could 
be overcome by provincializing the 
medical and nursing professions and 
making the prevention of disease the 
first departmental duty, It was but 
human nature that where doctors were 
engaged by the state to prevent dis- 
‘ease they would take more Interest in 
a healthy citizenry than they would 
in patients. Now the reverse is actu- 
ally the case, although many doctors 
do try to prevent sickness, 

Benefits of Scheme 

Pr. Stanley pointed out the great 
benefits possible under his scheme. 
The details would have to be worked 
out under the direction of the depart- 
ment of public health, which he wish- 
ed to see continue to handle the pro- 


, position. It was a serious under-

“Public health is the concern of 
every person in the province,” went) 
on Mr. Stanley. “The obligation rests! 
upon the state and upon every in- 
dividual, Provisions of health, how- 


ever, cannot be limited by government 
highways and by township lines. Ep!- 
demics we find do not follow the 
roads The present municipal unit 
plan has failed to meet the crisis of 
disease," 

A rapid multiplication of hospitals 
jis demanded, said Dr. Stanley. A cen- 
tral adminietration should be estab- 
lishéd with wide powere to organize, 
‘supervise and contro! the entire hos- 
;pital system throughout the province

Also 
it was making provision for the main- 
tenance of hospitals for those suffer- 
ing from the White Plague. 

Advocates Free Treatment 

In these sanitariums he thought 
every patient should receive free treat- 
ment. In a nutshell, he urged that 
the entire hospital, medical, nursing, 
training work, city and rural organiza- 
tion be merged into one centraily ad-} 
ministered whole, this to be under the 
provincial minister of health, 

Provincializing the medical and 
nursing profession would lead to the 
day when it would be recognized as 
the duty of the state to look after the 
poor as well as the wealthy in the 
matter of health; when prevention of 
disease would be the result of doctors 
being made responsible for the health 
ofa community, If doctors were con- 
cerned with the healthy rather than 
with the unhealthy then there would 
be far fewer peopie sick, declared Dr. 
Stanley amidst laughter. 

“If the people declare that they are 
willing to pay for health, then I think 
it is the duty of the government to 
undertake to see that their wishes are 
met, If $1 is properly expended in 
establishing the public heaith by pre- 
vention of disease it Is eafe to say 
that the outlay is multiplied in bene- 
fits equal to $100." 

A large number of medical men had 
enlisted, and great numbers of nurses 
had ge overseas Was not this the 
time when they are coming home to 
assimilate these trained health ex- 
perts into a atate organization for the 
Treservation of the public health? The 
opportunity should not be lost, 

Not Dream of Utopla 

Dr. Stanley declared his scheme was 
not a dream of Utopia. The records 
of the American army on the Marne 
during two months showed what or- 
ganization could do for health. Al- 
though the army was facing the worst 
imaginable conditions and everything 
calculated to bring on and accentuate 
disease, only 2.8 men in 1,000 died. 

“These were all picked men,” sald 
Hon, A. G. McKay. 

“Yes,” anewered Dr. Stanley, “but 
they were not in picked conditions.” 
He went on to point out that the civil- 
ian death rate in Alberta is more than 
three times that of the U.S, army dur- 
ing the period in question. As a final 
word, he urged that the province of 
Alberta break away from the anti- 
quated views and procedures of the 
other provinces respecting matters of 
health, and that a estate controlled 
health pian be put into effect over the 
entire province. 

Mr. Ross’ Address 

Mr. Ross said in part: 

The Liberal Convention 

“A few weeks ago I followed with 
interest the reports of a Liberal con- 
vention held in Calgary. The reason 
I was interested in the convention was 
it gave me an opportunity of studying 
Liberalism in the abstract, and I no- 
ticed, and it is quite natural when a 
number of men gathered together in 
a strange town that they can be quite 
sociable and human with a conse- 
quent reflex on their good intentions 
as expressed in the resolutions that 
were passed, and I am convinced now 
there is quite a difference between 
Liberalism as expressed in resolutions 
and Liberalism as expressed in legis- 
lation. The political stalwarts in Ot- 
tawa were not overlooked in resolu- 
tions of condemnation, even those 
who helped to put them there by the 
most corrupt methods human ingenu- 
ity could devise, meekly consented to 
a tirade against the Union government. 
I could not help but feel how’ un- 
grateful they were; they helped to 
elect men to win the war; the war 
has been won, and it would appear as 
if those who made the supreme sacri- 
fice politically to make the world safe 
for democracy will be turned adrift 
without even a gratuity. 

Reconstruction 

“IT looked in vain for resolutions 
that would indicate in some way what 
part the province would play in what 
is termed reconstruction. Beyond a 
statement made that a few public 
bullding would be erected, the tele- 
phone lines extended and the minis- 
ter of agriculture submitting a land 
settlement scheme differing but little 
from the proposed scheme of the fed- 
eral government, as both aim at com- 
pelling the settler to buy land from 
speculators at prices and conditions 
which will make the soldier settler a 
slave to land monopolists for the rest 
of his life. Someone moved a pious 
resolution about protecting child la- 
bor, insisting that the federal govern- 
ment should establish a national min- 
imum wage. Why the Dominion gov- 
ernment? There may be some doubt 
about the jurisdiction—there always 


is on an awkward question, but the 
majority of the province have at 
least made some effort to protect | 


child labor. Alberta, as usual, is lag- 
ging behind; the minimum wage in) 
B. C. for girls of 18 years of age is 
$13.50 per week; in Manitoba about 
$12; in Alberta it is $6 per week, Not 
only is the minimum wage the small- 
est of the western provinces, but our 
factories act, which aims primarily to 
protect child labor, has been unsym- 
pathetically administered and enfore- 
ed by mediocre inspectors. We are 
safe to assume from what has trans- 
pired during the last year that Al- 
berta’s share on reconstruction other 
than erecting a few buildings will be 
nil, 


Does Not Respond 

“The Federal government are doing 
about the same with this exception— | 
they are epending thousands of dollars 
in printers’ wages advertising the fact 
that they have innumerable commit- 
tees for dealing with the rehab!iitation 
of the soldier. I have followed close-| 
ly the efforts of those responsible in 
Canada to meet the changing econo- 
mic conditions so that the country 
would not go back to pre-war con- 
ditions; and although the. people 
would like to make a change—-those 
in power do not.

MONTENEGRO KING 
ATTACKS SERBIA 


PARIS, Feb. 7.—(Associated Press.) 
Nicholas of Montenegro, in a 
proclamation to his people, charges 
the present Serbian administration 
with attempting to defeat 
gro’s legitimate aspirations to become 
a member of the Jugo-Slav federation 
Simultaneously with the issuance of 
the proclamation Dr. Chotch, 
minister of foreign affairs, sent an ap- 
peal to the peace conference, declar- 
ing that Montenegro is besieged by 
Serbia and that its vital interests are 
being ignored by the peace conference.

OTTAWA, Feb. 7.——-Representatives

the druggists during any month for 
the entire province of Alberta is not 
equal to the quantity of liquor dis- 
pensed by two flourishing city bars 
during the days of the open bar.” 

“Concerning the importation of H- 
quor, I think It !s obvious that, since 
|we are a province and not an inde- 
pendent country. and therefore have 
jno customs officers round our bor- 
|ders, with power to examine all cars 
and packages of goods which enter 
the province, there will be a certain 
amount of liquor smuggling into this 
province, so long as liquor can law- 
fully be manufactured and sold in 
any part of Canada.”

Only Twelve Escaped When Ship |

LONDON, Feb. The loss of H. 
M. 8. Hampshire, with Lord Kitchener 
and his staff on board in June, 1916, 
has been one of the great mysteries 
of the war.

THE COSTS OF LITIGATION, 
Editor Bulletin:

| Within the lawyer's control. In order 
|that my view may be properly under-

AMERICAN LABOR PARTY? 
Interesting developments within the 


ranks of Labor in the United States, 
with respect to political action, are 
expected 


In the January issue of the American 
Federationist, President Gompers of 
the A. F. of L. definitely records his 
opposition to the formation of a po- 
litical labor party. Mr. Gompers be- 
lieves that the inauguration of separ- 
ate political action on the part of Am- 


| erican workers would tend to disunite 


the Labor forces and divide the ac- 
tivities and allegiance of men and wo- 
men of labor between two bodies, The 
following paragraph is characteristic 
of the article as a whole: 

“The fact is that an independent po- 
litical labor party becomes either radi- 
cal, so-called, or else reactionary, but 
it is primarily devoted 
and that is vote-getting. Every sail 
is trimmed to the getting of votes. The 
question of the conditions of Labor, 


| the question of the standards of labor, 
| the question of the struggles and the 


sacrifices of labor, to bring light into 
the lives and the work of the toilers— 
all that is subordinated to 
consideration of votes for the party.” 
On the other hand there are a very 
considerable number of prominent 
labor leaders that are of the opinion 
that a national labor party would be 
of distinct 
of the country. The Central Federa- 
ted union of New York city has de- 
clared for the formation of a 
party The Chicago Federation 
Labor has taken similar action 
the Illinois State Federation has gone 
on record affirmatively. 
er of the large cities branch parties 
have been formed and a move is on 
foot to bring the whole movement 
under a national administration. 
James M. Lynch, former president 
of the International Typographical 
union, in the January number of the 
official journal of that organization, 


comes out flat-footed in support of 
labor's participation in politics 
through the medium of its own po- 


litical organization. He says in part: 

“We may continue with the doctrine 
of adherence, first to one candidate 
for office and then to another, accord- 
ing to reputed friendship for the cause 
of labor, and be satisfied with the 
moiety of results thus achieved, Or, 
we may follow the example 
British brothers and form an Amer- 
ican labor party a political medium 
that, if not at first successful, would 
inevitably be of tremendous influence 
in molding the political history of the 
nation. It must be remembered, too, 
that the enfranchisement of women in 
many states, and their forthcoming en- 
franchisement in the nation, gives par- 
ticular urgency to the preparation of 
a progressive political labor program, 
designed to advance the Interests of 
the nation’s producers, that will se- 
cure their adherence at the outset.” 

Mr. Lynch concludes Ris lengthy 
and exceedingly well written article 
with the following paragraph: 

“It can be affirmed that industrial 
organization of labor has powerfully 
affected the course of industrial de- 
velopment and Its social value; can it 
not be presumed that the political 
organization of labor will have a like 
formative influence on our govern- 
mental policies and help potently to 
achieve the ideals that are finding 
constant expression but a minimum of 
realization? 

No doubt labor men in Canada 
will watch with a great deal of inter- 
est, the political developments across 
the line.

Now, where does the remedy lie? 
To my mind, the remedy lies with the 
government; first, as the greater part 
of two transcontinental railways are 
under government control, and it is 
about time that the public at large 
through their provincial government 
and through their different boards of 
trade, and through the press, take up 
the fight, and let the people represent- 
us at Ottawa know that the west 
is alive at last, and are going to see 
that we are not discriminated against 
any longer. 

Is it not a crying shame, when we 
come to think that about two and 
one-half million tons of coal from 
the United States hase come into 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan during 
the last year, which is our natural 
market, if the Edmonton mines had 
only had their share of this business 
the mines would have been working 
full time, whereas, they have only 
worked two or three days per week 
all winter.

Land and Loans—to Help 
Soldiers Become Farmers 


I 


T is anticipated that a great many soldiers who have served with the 
Canadian, British or Allied forces may want to become farmers in 


Canada. The vital need to-day is to increase production and the acreage 


under cultivation. It is thus in Can 
every assistance. 


ada’s best interests to give these soldiers 


The Government has therefore been developing a pro- 
gramme that includes the providing of land, the granting of loans and the 


training and supervision of those inexperienced in farming. 


The Present Plan. 


Under the’ Soldier Settlement Act, 
1917, an eligible returned soldier is 
entitled, in addition to his ordinary 
homestead right, to a free grant of 
one quarter-section of Dominion Lands 
on homestead conditions. 

For this purpose the Government has 
suspended homestead entry by others 
than soldiers on all remaining homestead 
lands in the Western provinces within 
fifteen miles of railway transportation, 
pending enquiry into their suitability. 

As soon as a soldier goes on the 
land, the Board has power to grant 


him a loan up to the maximum of 


£2,500. . 

This loan ie granted to settlers to help 
them acquire land for farming, discharge 
incumbrances, undertake improvements, 
erect buildings and secure necessary live- 
stock, machinery and equipment. 

It is not given as an actual advance of 
eash, but in the form of payment for 
expenditures. In this way the settlers’ 
transactions are carefully supervised. 

The loan is made at the low interest 
rate of five per cent. It is to be repaid in 
twenty annual instalments. ‘The first 
two payments may be deferred by the 
Board when desirable. 


The New Proposal. 


The Government have found it neces- 
sary to broaden these original plans for 
the following reasons: 


(a) It has been found that only a 
limited amount of suitable homestead 
land is available for soldier settlement. 


(b) Some Crown lands are held by the 
Provinces. 

(c) Homesteading may not suit all the 
returned soldiers. 


It is now proposed that the Provincial 
Governments co-operate with the Sol- 
dier Settlement Board in acquiring suit- 
able lands at present held uncultivated 
by private owners. The Dominion Gov- 
ernment has announced its intention of 
introducing necessary legislation along 
these lines at the opening of the next 
Session. 


The lands so bought will be re-sold to 
the soldier at cost price. It is suggested 
that the purchaser be required to make 
a cash payment of one-tenth of the pur- 
chase price. The balance will be payable 
in equal annual instalments extended 
over twenty years or longer. 


The amount of the land purchased by 
this plan, if itis approved by Parliament, 
will be limited in value to $5,000. Interest 
will be charged at a low rate of five 


per cent. 


When these new proposals forland pur- 
chase become effective the Board will be 
able to loan the soldier settler up to a 
total of $1,500 for the purchase of live- 
stock and equipment in addition to the 
loan for the purchase of his land. It will] 
be granted on practically the same terms 
as the loans now allowed. 


As the soldier improves his farm the 
Board may advance him a_ further 
$1,000. 


Who May Apply 


The Act applies to any one who has 
served with an honourable record in the 
Canadian or Imperial forces in the present 
war, or to any Canadian who was on 
active service with the Allied forces, or 
the widow of any such person who died 
on active service, 


The Board will loan money only to 
those who have had sufficient experience 
or training in farming. Each applicant 
may be required to appear in person 
before the Qualification Committee in 
his district. 


Training 


Those soldiers who have had insuffi- 
cient experience in farming will be helped 
by the Board to secure the necessary 
training to qualify them for the loans. 


Special instructional courses are being 
arranged with the agricultural schools 
and experimental farms. 


_ Farmers will be asked to co-operate in 
giving the soldier practical training and 
knowledge. 


Expert Assistance 


The work of the Soldier Settlement 
Board is carried out by Supervisors in 
each of the provinces, 


These supervisors have underthem a 
staff of land appraisers to valuate the 
land, and, farming advisors or practical 
farmers in the community to advise the 
soldier after he has definitely settled on 
his farm. 

Qualification Committees are being 
appointed in each Province to advise the 
Board as to the qualifications of ‘each 
applicant. 


Results 


Loans, amounting to over 1} million 
dollars, have already been granted to 
over one thousand returned soldiers. 


Since the regulations were completed 
last July, over eight hundred soldiers 
have made entries on Dominion Crown 
Settlement
